It reduced the theatre and plastic art to the lowest possible level, practically to a 
provincial standard* The Polish theatre in particular, which was so good before World 
War II, is now made up purely of propaganda acts. The only good actors are the old 
ones who are slowly dying out and the newcomers, who are the product of the Polish 
Dramatic Academy do not promise much for the future . Polish painting and sculpture are 
in a tragic state. Among the sculptors only Ksawery Dunikowski is able to maintain 
his former rather good standard. 


10. After the congress of the United Polish Workers’ Party the regime declared that liberal- 
ism would come to literature, art and music. This problem was much discussed by the. 
last Congress of Polish Literary men in Warsaw. Until now, however, there Is no change 
in the regime’s practical attitude towards art and literature. The rules of socialism 
are very strong; an artist cannot create according to his own will, and definitely could 
not survive if he should revolt against this rule. 
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
